Tho Board of Directors of the Peoplo'b Bonk
of South Carolina, on this occasion of their
second general meeting cf stockholders slnco
the termination of tho war, submit for Ihelr
consideration a detailed statement of their
management of lids bank since its suspension
of business, and of Its present condition.
Tho odvonl of peace, accompanied ns it was

by the destruction of the currency In universal
use, and the ruin of the agricultural and com-
mercial lut ere si h of Ihe State, found tin: bank
In an almost hopeless condition. Ita assets
had been invested in State and public securi-
ties, in shares of the great corporations of the
country, and In discounted paper, and these
were ull affected by tiio common ruin. Early
la the year 18C5, I). L. McKay, our late presi-
dent, to whose oHidenl, mnnngomcnt the bank
bad, in a large measure, been indebted for its
lormor prosperity, came to this city, and be-
gan at onco to examine ihe wrcok and to see
what could bo isavod. IIo called lo his aid
those of Iho directors who wcro then In the
city, nnd we soon took such measures as tho
immediate emergency required. At that time
there was but Utile money In our community,
and no hunk accommodation. Sensible of
the pressing need, nnd anxious to afford to our
people such aid as was lu their powor, tho
board determined to open the bank, and with
the little capital at their command, to mako an
effort to relieve the wants of our commorcc.

Tlilu action was approved by the stockhold-
ers at their meeting In June, 18U5.
On tho 20 of June, 1805, our books were

opened, and Irom Ihul day until iho 1st of
November ensuing, tho bank transacted busi-
ness. The advantage flowing to tho commu-
nity from Iho course Hum pursued Is a part of
the history of the period. Dut it will always
be i> source of prldo and congratulation to us,
that even In this crippled condition our bunk
was enabled to contribute soincwhut to the re-
vival of our coinmorco, and to iLs restoration
from almost ftal destruction. Tho following
Items show tho aid tho bank gavo our com-

mercial community during its short cxlstoncc:

Tho profits on In so operations now com-

pose part of tho assets of the bank.
It soon became manifest Hint Uio bank, with

Its largo circulation still Inexistence, could not
bo carried on with safely lo Its depositors. It.
had BÙppliud, howevur, the immudinto necessi-
ty. Capital began slowly to llow In, other
banks wuro In process of formation, nnd the
board felt lhat tho necessity which had In-
duood tbolr action having ceased, duo regardfor the Interest of their stockholders compell-
ed a suspension or the operations of tho bank.
Prom Iho 1st of November, the business of

tho bank was conducted under Iho name of
McKay & Oibbua; and on tho 2d January, 18C0,tho operations ul this, now firm were closed
also. Tho profits of the business conducted by
this firm amounted to $7028 AO, for Iho benefit,
of the stockholders, and now compose ft purl
of He; usucts of Hie bank.

ilcnil. lis discount noies could not bo col-
lected because of tho absolute dearth of mo-
ney. 'I be bills In circulation, which hod been
reduced during the ilr.-l lew mouths of the
war to Iho small sum comparatively of
$100,000, had been increased by the call or the
Confederate Government lo. the large sum of
$000,000.
These bills were scattered over every part

of the country, and soon became the object ut
large and eager speculation. They rose rapid-
ly in value, were brought forward constantly,
and daily presented for redemption, and as

tills, in the depressed condition of the bank,
was Impossible, suits were threatened, and
every means used to force a settlement.

In the menu!line the board, exercising a

rigid economy, had reduced the expenses of
tho bank to the lowest possible limit. Only
three ofllcers.Hie president, cashier and soli-
citor.were kept on duty, and the salaries
were largely diminished. The assets were

nursed, every opportunity for the purchase or|
the bills at the lowest rates was embraced,
and soon a marked diminution in the out-
Blandlng circulation was effected. They com-
manded high rates in Ihe market, and their
advance in price was much greater than shown
in the bonds and stocks which formed so large
n part of our assois.'

Sensible of this, and satisfied thai, although
our stocks would ultimately bring very high
prices, yet a sale of them at that time would
Involve a ruinous sacrifice, und possibly bring
on the insolvency of the bank, Iho board con-
ceived tho project of Helling the real estate
owned by the Imuk. This, after great delibe-
ration and fall discussion, and after many and
Tree conferences with Ihe solicitor of Iho bunk,
wus effected for $lö,000 cash, and tho proceeds
at. once Invested in our hüls, ut a large dis-
count. Tho bill-holders being still pressing in
their demands, und Ktllts having been actually
commenced, looking to the payment of the
funds of the bank into court , the appointment
of a receiver and the forced sale or the assets,
with distribution among creditors, the board
Instructed the solicitor orthe bank to make
application to Ihe Court, of Equity for instruc-
tions upon the many embarrassing questions
presented lor their decision, and for an injunc-
tion against all creditors suelug their claims at
law. This measure was completely successful,
und a marked advantage wus obtained as well
In tho oettlomonl of claims against the. ban;.,
und (be more slow and protltablo disposition
of Its assets.
